Postmaster Wyman has demanded of 
Peter G. Linchey, son-in-law of Col. Ed 
Brtler and former superintendent of the 
Postoffice money order division, that he 
pay $4129.13 to cover the shortage in 
postal funds caused by the embezzle- 
ment of Elmér Smith, 
clerk at the substation in 
store of Joseph Maserang Jr. 

Mr. Linchey says he will not pay the 
money and that he thinks Mr. Wyman’s 
dernand is “‘only a bluff.’’ He declares 
that Mr. Wyman has made a similar 
demand on Thomas C. Hennings, local 
representative of the American Bond- 
ing Co., and on John O. Wilson, auditor 
of substations. 

' May Have to Pay Himself. 

Persons familar with Postoffice af- 
fairs gay Mr. Wyman may havt to pay 
the money. himself in the event that 
he fails to collect it. 

Mr, Wyman’'s letter to Mr. Linchey 
js dated two days before Christmas. It 
was sent to Mr. Linchey at Col. But- 
ler’s residence, 3601 Pine street. Inas- 
much as Mr. Linchey had resigned his 
position as superintendent of the money 
order division Jan. 28, 190, he was 
startled to receive the Postmaster’s let- 
ter. 

‘Mr. Wyman’s letter recalls to Mr. 
Lirchey the fact that Elmer Smith was 
found to be short $6173.63 in his accounts 
as clerk at Stoddard Station and Sta- 
tion No. 9, Jan. 5, 19%; that Smith 
was tried and convicted and an effort 
Was made to recover the amount dune

— supposed to have been pur— 
chased by Smith with money stolen 
frdin the Government, leaving the Post- 
offiee’s logs at $4139.13. 

The Postmaster’s letter further ex- 
plains that an effort to obtain this bal- 
ance from Mascrang was unsuccessful, 
as the druggist tock advantage of the 
bankruptcy law. 

Goes to Washington. 

Mr. Wyman then tells Mr. Linchey 
that while in Washington about Dec. 13, 
the matter of settling the account was 
taken up by the Assistant Attorney- 
General for the Postoffice Department 
and that that official advised Mr. Wy- 
man to ascertain if any employe of the 
Postoffice was responsible for the loss 
of the money or the failure of its recov- 
ery, through lack of faithful perform- 
ance of his duty. 

The Postmaster then notifies Mr. 
Linchey that he was superintendent of 
the money-order division at the time 
Smith managed to get $6173.68 of the 
Government's money on fraudulent mon- 
ey orders. It seems that his plan was 
to apply to the superintendent’s office 
for orders of small denomination and 
then to issue therm with largely in- 
creased figures and obtain money on 
them himself. 

“Ii appears that Elmer Smith,’’ Mr. 
Wyman writes, “in order to secure 
fraudulently the money of the United 
States, issued orders for $100 payable at 
St. Louis, Mo., and the record of h's 
station and the daily statements submit- 
ted to you showed the amount of the 
application, which, in the case of the 
$100 orders, would usually be for a 
small amount like $1.25. 

Inquiry Needed, He Says. 

“It was incumbent upon you as super- 
intendent, before making payment of an 
unusual number of money orders drawn 
at a station of this office on the main 
office in sums of $100 each, to make dili- 
gent inquiry as to the validity of these 
orders. The material at hand was on 
file in your office. Had you compared 
eny one of these fraudutently issued 
purders with the daily statement filed in 
your office from Station No. 9 (Maser. 
ang’s), you would have discovered this 
fraud immediately.”

President Roosevelt's settlemen of that 
controversy is generally applauded by 
the surgeons meeting here. Several of 
them asserted that the medical corps of 
the army and navy has been inefficient 
and neglectful because of the baneful 
influence exercised by the commanding 
military officers. 
r—~_- Want Doctor in Cabinet. 

The creation.of a cabinet portfolio 
to. be devoted to the Interests of the 
medical profession is unanimously rec- 
ommended. 

Dr. G. N. Kreider, editor of the IIlli- 
nois Medical Journal, says the medical 


department of the army and navy is 
severely handicapped under present con- 
ditions.

Anheuser-Busch Brewing Co. of 
St. Louts, had 2300 barrels of beer, 
valued at $18, 406, stored in vats and 
tanks and could neither sell it nor ship 
it out of the State. The manager of 
the brewery didn’t feel equal to drinking 
it, so he appealed to the Infernal Reve 
nue Commissioner in Washington, and 
was told that he could ‘“‘destroy” it un- 
der the supervision of an internal reve- 
nue inspector. . The- only method of de- 
stroying it that the manager could think 
of was to dump it into the sewers. 

Hard on the System, 

The sewer system in Oklafpma City 
has its limitations. It tried hard to get 
away with 2300 barrels of beer, but it 
was too big a load to carry. The beer 
backéd up into the gutters and over- 
flowed the &treets. Within half an hour 
there was. the most comprehensive. col- 
lection of jags ever seen in this locaity.

A complaint against the award of.the 
legal advertising of St. Louis courts for 
the next two years to the German-Amer- 
ican Press Association, publisher of th. 
St. Louis Times, was filed in the 
Circuit Court by the St. Louis Star- 
Chronicle Publishing Co. late Monday 
afternoon, 

The Star-Chronicle’s bid for the legal 
advertising was % cents for every 
square of 250 ems of agate type and that 
of the Times was 37% cents for the sam; 
printing, except in the case of the Pro- 
bate Court settlement docket publica- 
tions, which were to be charged for ‘‘at 
the rate fixed by law.” 

The Star-Chrenicle complains of the 
award of the judges on the ground that 
the general bid of the Times was not 
the “lowest and best,” but, as a matter 
of fact, 2% cents higher than that of 
the Star-Chronicle. : 


Law Fixes No Rate. 
Complaint is made also of the provi- 
sion relative to the Probate Court settle- 
ment dockets. This is alleged to be 
meaningless on the ground that there is 
no “rate fixed by law,” but that a maxi- 
mum fate of 20 cents for each estate 
published is permitted under the stat- 
ute. The bid of the Times is complained 
of as indefinite, as it does not specify 
the maximum rate permitted, but mere- 
ly says ‘the legal rate.” 

Figures are given for June, Septem- 
and December, showing that the 
pyblication of these settlement dockets 
at the maximum rate permitted would 
cost considerably more than publication

‘bidding was made for the work. 
~ That the undemonstrated pavement cost vastly 
more than other pavements did not appear to 
weigh against it. On thé contrary it received 
e marked preference-and official favor. For sev- 
_ eral years it “aad e call.” 
‘Furthermore, thée<ten-year guarantee which had 
_ been required of other contractors was reduced to 
seven yéars by the Board of Public Improvements, 
seeniingly in the interest. of bitulithic, though 
asphalt came within the rule also. Later, in 1906, 
the rule was reduced to five years—and this 
notwithstanding that bitulithic had by that time 
amply demonstrated itself, requiring complete re- 
surfacing in some instances and expensive patch- 
ing in others. 


_It is estimated that the reduction of the main-_ 


tenance guaranty will cost the taxpayers many 
thousands of dollars for repairs on bitulithic 
_pavements alone, which should have been done 
- by the contractors if the city’s attitude towards 
_ them had not been unduly lenient. 
- Can this record be explaincd by the charitable 
hypothesis of mere bad business, mere loose 
_methods, mere innogent favoritism, by city offi- 
cials? Were the officials simply incompetents who 
were imposed upon? These explanations do mot 
age altogether reasonable. 
' A plain recital of the facts seems to carry a 
different meaning. It certainly raises the ques- 
‘tion, if not the presumption, of graft. Was there 
_ graft somewhere, and if so where was it? Who 
wero the guilty? These inquiries must be answer- 
ved —— by the grand jury.

Now Mr. Cleveland not only advocates a rich 
pension for former Presidents but he couples with 
his recommendation the assertion, quite as of- 
fensive to Democratic sensibilities, that there are 
many kinds of work which are “undignif 
and that the Presidents hold in trust for their fel- 
low citizens a certain dignity which they are 
{| bcund to protect against loss or deterioration. 

~ There may be passages in the writings of Alex- 
ander Hamilton or Gouverneur Morris which 
emphasize the class idea as strongly as this, but 
it will be difficult to find them. They believed 
ir superior orders and estates. They plainly 
avowed their contempt for the people. They 
would have had only * well-born and the well- 
to-do in office. 

Most Americans, on the contrary, have taken 
pride in the humble occupations which some of 
the Presidents followed in their early lives. 
Since the days of John Quincy Adams nearly al] 
o* them have come up from poverty and toil, the 
present incumbent being the ¢ one conspicuous ex- 
ception. 

Nothing appeals with greater fascination to 
most people than the fact that the occupant of 
the White House was once experienced in the 
gospel of hard knocks like themselves and that 
whether as farmer or canal boy, tailor or tanner, 
clerk in a store or schoolmaster, mechanic or 
ccuntry lawyer, he was accustomed to work and 
familiar with deprivation. 

If we deliberately choose men with these ante- 
cedents for President and glory in it, what oc- 
cupation that a former executive is likely to hit 
upon in case of necessity need be regarded as un- 
dignified? If the Jeffersonian philosophy cannot 
carry a man safely beyond these breakers he has 
been leaning upon a broken reed. 

In his prime Mr. Cleveland’s democracy had 
some false notes but none more discordant than 
this. In his vigor he was the scourge of the poli- 
ticians. What he now advocates would do more 
to establish professional place-seekers and place- 
holders as a class than anything that he ever did 
te destroy them. Civil pensions based upon the 
idea that officenolding conferred merit and made 
labor degrading would lead straight to a classism 
as objectionable as that of England. 

The problem of what to do with ex-Presidents 
i: not an important one. It has solved itself 
thus far very agreeably. No doubt it will do the 
same in the future. The spectacle of a former 
President actually. working: for a living would 
neither degrade him in public estimation nor 
militate against the true democratic spirit of the 
people. 

This is the glory of the Republic. The hum- 
blest may be called for a season to the seats of 
the mighty. Their service ended, their power 
ard emoluments fall from them automatically, 
leaving no’trace: They are not set apart forever. 
They came from the people and it is to the people, 
honored and beloved, that, with duty well done, 
they return. |

EW YEAR will be celebrated in 
N St. Louis during 1908 at least 
on four different dates in addl- 
tion to the regular national New 
Year's celebration tomorrow. The 
first of these foreign celébrations will 
be that of the Greeks and Russians 
and a few other nationalities which 
adhere to old style dates. They will 
havé New Year on Jan, 14, 13 days 
later than the New Year of the ne 
style.

With the Jews, on 
the contrary, the New Year, Rosh 
Hashana, as it is called, is far from 
being a pleasant affair. It is a day of 
retribution of judgment. It is pre- 
ceded by weeks of prayer, fasting 
and pentience, and is followed by ten 
days known as the days of repent- 
ance, which wind up with Yom Kip- 
pur, the day of atonement, a most 
grewsome and weird day, dreaded by 
every orthodox Jew.

A MAGIC SQUARE. 


Many Ways of Reaching the 
Number of This Year. 
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HE following is a magic square of 
16 cells. You may find 1908 con- 
cealed in it 48 times if you are 
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If you add all the fieures in the first 
vertical row the sum will be 1908. Add 
the other vertical rows and you will 
get the same result; then add each hori- 
zontal and each diagonal, 
1908. But that does not extract all the 
magic. Take the numbers at each cor- 
ner, 210, 648, 306 and 744; the sum is 
1908. Then take the four cells in the 
upper left hand corner of the square, 
210, 452, 680 and 6566; the sum is 1908. 
Now take such combinations as the 
first cell in the upper left (210), the 
second cell below it (712), the second cell 
in the last column (242) and the last 
cell ih the last column (744); there you 
have a vertica) row taken alternately 
from two sides of the square and the 
gum is 1908. Or, 210, 4.v, 584, 744, which 
are alternate cells on diagonal lines, 
and the result is the same.
